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It is intended that this little Manual should be learned 
by beginners in the order in which it is arranged; — the 
Letters and Pronunciation, — the Grammar, — the Voca- 
bulary. The pupil may then be practised in the exercises 
as given at the end, until he is familiar with such little 
combinations ; after which he will be prepared to translate 
any easy French book, and to make further progress in the 
language.
